S Bigelow, head 
of 
tho 
Peoples 
church hers and a leading member o£ 
the People's council who was kidnap- 
ped last evening just before he was to 
address a socialist meeting m New- 
port Ky., was located 
early 
today 
near Florence, Ky. He had been taken 
Into a wood near there, where after 
being stripped, he was thrashed with 
a blacksnake whip by a party o£ men 
dressed in "long white robes resem- 
1 bling those described as being worn 
by the renowned Klux clan," accord- 
ing to a telephone message from a 
newspaper'man at Florence. 
Previous to "twelve lashes being ap- 
plied to his back" one of the party, 
the report stated, 
raised 
his hand 
commanding silence and 
then 
read 
from a paper he held as follows: 
"In the name of the poor women 


and children of Belgium, this man 
should be whipped." 
After having been whipped, 
Bige- 
low was turned loose and directed to- 
ward Cincinnati. .He. lost his 
way, 
however, and wandered in the woods 
until he found himself in Florence. 
When Bigelow was released 
his 
captors warned him to 
stay 
away 


from Cincinnati. 
Reaching Florence, which is about 
twenty miles from this city,, Bigelow 
was taken • to the home Dr. H. K. 


Grant, where .he received medical at- 
tention and then spent the remainder 
of the night writing his experiences 
in detail. 
Recently federal 
authorities 
con- 


ducted a raid on Bigelow's office 
in 
Cincinnati, where documents concern- 
ing the activites of the local Peoples 
council were seized. 
Sunday after- 
noon at his People's church services, 
Bigelow prayed for "the repose or the 
soul of Emperor William and 
the 


proud men surrounding him." 


Mr. Bigelow's 
written 
statement 
says that previous to being taken into 
the woods he was blindfolded. Bige- 
low said that owing to his ..captors 
"wearing long white robes" he was 
unable to recognize any of his 
ab- 
ductors. He stated that he did not 
know the men who seized him in front 
of the hall in Newport. He was un- 
der the impression he said, that he 
Was being arrested 
by government 
secret service men and made no re- 
sistance but trusted to the justice of 
the United States courts to prove his 
innocence of any wrongdoing. Bigelow 
was 
unable 
to 
give 
an 
accu- 
rate estimate as to how many were in 
the party -but residents 
along 
the 
Lexington pike stated that they not- 
iced a line of 22 automobiles pass on 
the way to Florence, Ky., some of 
which were crowded.

Although the whole Isou^o lino Is 


In grave danger there also is a seri- 
ous threat in the Teuton drive to 
the Italian line in the Carnic Alps 
and even in the Dolomites, north of 
Belluno. 
Apparently Field Marshal 
von Mackenscn ia endeavoring to 
drive a wedge between the armies 
on tne Carso front and those in the 
mountains northwest ot Udine. Some 
of the advanced Italian positions in 
the Carnic Alps probably have been 
abondoned already. 
If this should 
prove true 
the 
Tagliamento river 
seems to offer Gen. Cadorna his first 
defensive line, unless his armies stif- 
fen greatly and hold the invaders 
within a few miles of their present 
positions. 
Allied Success North of Ypres 


Operations carried out by .the Bel- 
gians and French looking toward the 
elimination of Houtholst forest north 
of Ypres aro progressing favorably. 
The entire Merekem peninsula, south 
of Dixmundo, has been captured by 
the allied troops who also have taken 
Merekem and several other villages 
west of the forest. 
The British hold 


the southern side of the forest and 
a continuation o£ the Belgo-French 
advance would make the German 
position untenable. 
German Retirement Expected 


A German retirement between 'War- 


neton and Dixmunde to straighten 
out the line and eliminate the Ypres 
salient is not unlocked for in Ger- 
man military cir'cles. 
One leading 


German critic, Maj. Moraht, says the 
front is untenable and that the Ger- 


mans will have to retire to a new 
ine. 
Such a line probably would 
run through Menin into Houlers, to 
Thourout and thence to the sea. 


German Withdrawal in East 


On the northern Kussian front the 
Germans have extended their with- 
drawal movement to include the force 
that recently was landed on the 
"Werder peninsula, after the capture 
of Oesel and Moon islands at the 
entrance to the Gulf of Riga, 
This 
landing was viewed at the time as 
a threat against Reval, the Hussian 
naval base on the Gulf of Finland, 
and as a possible prelude to even 
more extensive land operations by 
the 
Germans In the direction 
of 
Petrograd. 
The withdrawal leaves the Ger- 
mans without a 
foothold on the 
Esthonian coast, attempts by them 
to follow up the original landing by 
putting troops ashore at points both 
north and south of the peninsula 
having failed, according to the Rus- 
sian reports. 
There has been tho 
somewhat 
prevalent 
assumption, 
however, that there never was any 
Intention by the Germans to push 
their Riga operations much beyond 
the naval stage this fall, the view 
being that the threat against the 
Gulf of Finland may well have been 
a diversion for political effect 
In 
Russia or to distract attention from 
.operations in preparation elsewhere. 
Artillery Battle in Flanderi 


The artillery battle Is being con- 


tinued in Flanders and in sections 
of the Aisne front and the Verdun 
region. In the last named the Ger- 
mans attacked spiritedly last> night 
between Chaume wood and Benson- 
vaux, east of the Mouse and won 
something more than 500 yards of 
advance trenches. 
The French in ar 
immediate counter-attack, recaptured

Hotel proprietors in Lowell have had 
in their employ, during 
the 
past 


year, waitresses 
and 
chu: 
rrmalds 
and other -workers who in reality 
were skilled investigators in the em- 
ploy of the state board of labor and 
industries. 
In a systematic way tho stale has 


been studing the living conditions 
and working conditions of hotel em- 
ployes and while ' the "waitresses' 
and the "chambermaids" went about 
their various duties they were busily 
engaged besides in taking notes re- 
garding it all. They paid special at- 
tention also to the kinds of food 
served to them by the hotel pro- 
prietors and have absorbed the gen- 
eral 
- atmosphere 
surrounding 
the 


thousands of these classes of men 
and women who earn their livings 
In the hotels'of tho state. 
Investigation in to the subject was 


made by tho state board of labor 
and industries at the instruction of 
last year's legislature, and the work 
has 'been 
going on so 
efficiently, 


quietly 
and 
effectively 
that 
there 
has been little or nothing known 
about it. 
The results of the gen- 


eral inquiry will be made known 
shortly in a report by the state de- 
partment. 
While the board has been conduct- 


ing a secret inquiry it was also 
securing 
much valuable data from 


hotel proprietors, who cordially as- 
sisted. 
The searchlight was directed 


against 
21S establishments. 
Hotels 


of the smaller size it was found gave 
to their employes the most nutritious 
and properly served food. Tipping is 
an evil which it was found it would 
be well to eradicate. 
That system 
was found to be the cause of a Inrgc 
percentage of the discontent which 
may frequently be observed among 
hotel workers, not so much because 
of the system of tipping, but be- 
cause of the uncertainty and the at- 
tending anxiety created by voluntary 
offerings received in such places.

straw. 
Finally he came to the question of 
the alleged need of such a law as the 
proposed amendment and on this sub- 
ject he spoke in part as follows: 
Now as a practical matter apart from 
principle, (what was the occasion, for 
passing this new resolve affecting all 
private institutions?

[lave a statement of the expert, that 
there is no good reason why these pri- 
vate institutions should be sacrificed, 
and we heartily agree with him. Of 
course, it is clear from this statement 
that the professor 
was antagonistic 
only to the so-called sectarian and ec- 
clesiastical institutions and was will- 
ing to sacrifice them, but was distinct- 
ly opposed to the principle of sacrific- 
ing other private institutions. 
This 
was .his attitude wben he thought there 
was still a chance to gain his object, 
and it was abandoned only when he 
found he could strike at Catholic in- 
stitutions by sacrificing all institu- 
tions. 
"Second, , taken • in connection with 
the anti-sectarian amendment, Mr. L's 
proposal confuses the issue . . . It

Germany _has won great victories on 
the Eastern and

It 


seems that the allies need a board of 
general strategy to watch the opera- 
tions of the war at all points and to 
co-ordinate 
to the greatest degree 


possible the work of the allied forces. 


We see what failure has come to 


the efforts of the allies for the lack 
of concerted 
action on the various 


fronts against the enemy. 


Early in the war, each nation was 


left to its own discretion in attack- 
ing the Teutons when and where they 
pleased. Thus Rumania set out on a 
plan of campaign wholly her own and 
made progress 
until 
the 
Germans 


went down 
and bagged her. In a 


similar way there was no proper de- 
fense of Serbia and Montenegro. 
As 


a result, both were quickly over-run. 


England in her turn undertook the 


opening of the Dardanelles, but after 
some terrible 
fighting 
and 
heavy 


losses she abandoned 
the attempt. 


Had this move been combined with a 
Russian attack from the Black sea It 
might have been successful. 
More- 


over, the great Berlin-Bagdad rail- 
road is still intact. Germany controls 
all the Balkan nations with Austria, 
Turkey, and large portions of Russia. 
She can have abundant crops raised 
in all these nations to meet the re- 
quirements of the war for years. 


If Russia drops 
out 
entirely 
or 


makes a separate peace, resources al- 
most unlimited will become available 
to Germany. There is a large army, 
we understand, at Salonild, and appa- 
rently it has done nothing except to 
hold Greece In check. Moreover, the 
army in Mesopotamia does not seem 
to be doing very much of late. 


The scattered armies acting inde- 


pendently seem to have very little 
effect upon the resources of the en- 
emy. 
They must combine in some 


plan of striking an effective blow if 
they ever hope to win. 


What the allies seem to need and 


need very badly is, as we have said, 
a general board of strategy to prevent 
some of the powers now fighting Ger- 
many from walking into her military 
traps as has Italy, Rumania and even 
Russia, 


The hammering on the 
western 


front will never win the war if Ger- 
many has almost unopposed oppor- 
t,unity to extend her domain on the 
other fronts. 
The allies may soon 


have to meet a new situation far more 
serious than any that has been en- 
countered since the beginning of the 
war. 
The defeat of Italy is the worst 


yet suffered by any of the 'allied 
powers.

The options are at prices paid' by

tariff duty added, the average price 
would be 50 cents a hundred higher 
than the price it has undertaken to 
maintain for the bcnelit of the .Ameri- 
can consuming public. There is no in- 
dication of an intention to permit thu 
cost to the public to be increased, so 
probably few of the options will be 
exercreed for domestic uses. 


Of the 25,500 tons of sugar released 


to the American market by France last 
week to relieve the temporary short- 
age in the eastern states, the admin- 
istration said 12,000 tons recently had 
been bought by France from neutrals 
and the remainder had been acquired 
months before through 
the 
British 
royal commission in this country. 


It was not avaTlable sooner because 
it was necessary to obtain permission 
not only from France and the British 
commission, but from the neutrals in- 
volved. 


"There is no reason for undue haste 


in this matter," the administration's 
statement adds "inasmuch as no one 
is reaiiy suffering from the temporary 
sugar shortage. 
Enforced , conserva- 


tion is not an unmixed evil, it was 
added, as it brings to the attention of 
the American public, in a not harmful 
way, the vital necessity of conserving- 
fopd products. 
America will have but

' God-given rights of conscience., 
"The United States has succeeded ii 
solving the difficult problem of reoon 
oiling legitimate authority with indi 
vidual freedom. We have no union be 
tween church and state. But this does 
not imply any antagonism between the 
two powers. 
Church and state amica- 
bly move in parallel lines, helping one 
another in their respeceive field of la- 
bor."The question is often asked: "Wil 
the republic endure?

"The state as such is directly bound 


first, and foremost to its own institu- 
tions-, but 
so long 
as these private- 
institutions, 
founded and maintained 
by groups o£ 
individuals -within the 
state for special educational or chari- 
table deeds, do not conflict with the 
well-being of the state, but rather add 
to that well-being in special, and pe- 
culiar anfl particular ways which the 
state itself cannot use, it stands to

Equally, who can 
deny that the church schools while do- 
ing a work directly beneficial to the 
state yet which the state itseU can- 
not do, save millions of dollars to the 
community?

"These facts are so obvious tna^ 
hardly seem to .require more than a 
Statement of them.

"For no one can deny, who knows 
the facts, that the Curtis amendment 
never would have been thought of 
were it not for the hope of quieting, 
at least for a while, this quarrelsome 
element of our otherwise peaceful com- 
munity.

Hotel proprietors in Lowell have had 
in 
their employ, 
during 
the past 
year, waitresses and 
char, ermaids 


and other workers who in reality 
were skilled investigators in tho em- 
ploy of the state board of labor and 
industries. 
In a systematic way the state lias 


been studing the living conditions 
and working conditions of .hotel em- 
ployes 
and while 
the "waitresses 
and the "chambermaids" -went about 
their various duties they were busily 
engaged besides in taking notes re- 
garding it all. 
They paid special at- 


tention also to the kinds of food 
served to them by the hotel pro- 
prietors and have absorbed the gen- 
eral 
atmosphere 
surrounding 
the 


thousands of these classes of men 
and women who earn their livings 
in the hotels of the state. 


Investigation in to the subject was 


made by the state board of labor 
and industries at the Instruction of 
last year's legislature, and the work 
has "been 
going 
on so 
efficiently, 


quietly 
and 
effectively that 
there 


has .been little or nothing 
known 


about it. 
The results oC the 
gen- 


eral 
inquiry will be made known 


shortly in a report by the state de- 
partment. 
While the board has been conduct- 


ing a secret inquiry it was also 
securing much valuable 
data from 


hotel proprietors, who cordially as- 
sisted 
The searchlight was directed 
against 
218 establishments. 
Hotels 


of the smaller size it was found gave 
to their employes the most nutritious 
and properly served food. Tipping Is 
an evil which it was found It would 
be well to eradicate. 
That system 


was found to be the cause of a large

urely it is not the function of dele- 
ates to present their own personal

ens. 
Have the different leaders of 
lought in the state been conspicuous 
n the advocacy of this new policy? 
:as any group, small or large, pe- 
"tioned the legislature or the conven- 
on to enact this policy into fnnda- 
tental law? Has there been any or*- 
anized attempt by the people, in any 
orm whatsoever, to crystalize 
this 
olicy into law? 
Are not these institutions still do- 
ng the state's work? Are they not 
till effectively healing the sick, feed- 
ng the destitute, aiding the blind and 
omforting the aged? Is this not work 
lat the state must do with less sat- 
sfactory results and at enormously 
reater cost, if these institutions con- 
ract their operations and close their 
oors? 
Surely the answers to these 


enactions' are obvious. 
In view of all this, it is plain that 
here was only one reason for propos- 
ng such a radical change in the law 
md that reason, plainly and unambig- 
uously stated that the hope, by .such 
neans of silencing these Minute Men 
and stopping their bigoted activities, 
n other words, this bill was passed, 
jecause in its final analysis, the Slin- 
ute lien, by their persistent work and 
(leadings and threats, induced the fair- 
ninded delegates to take a position 
vhose real significance and almost in- 
evitable results were not apparent to 
them at the time.

course, it is clear from this .statement 
that the professor was antagonistic 
only to the so-called sectarian 7md ec- 
clesiastical institutions and was will- 
to sacrifice them, but was distinct- 


jy opposed to the i*fciciple of sacrific- 
ing other private institutions.

was his attitude whA;i he thought there 
was still a chance ^J gain his object, 
and it was abandi^ed only when he 
found he could strike at Catholic in-

"Second, taken in connection with 
the anti-sectarian amendment. Mr. L's 
proposal confuses the issue , 
„ . It 


prohibits appropriations to all schools 
and institutions wholly or in part un- 
der sectarian or ecclesiastical control, 
exactly as the anti-sectarian amend- 
ment does, and then adds all the non- 
sectarian private srhools and institu- 
tions. 
It thus brings in an entirely 
new and separate question , . . ." 
Again we agree with the professor, 
but We want to call attention espe- 
cially to the admission that the re- 
solve includes everything that 
was 
asked for under the original sectarian 
bill. 
The professor at this time was 


opposed to it. because he wanted to 
touch no institutions except those un- 
der the sectarian or ecclesiastical con- 
trol and he changed his attitude only 
when he found that conditions required 
it, If he wanted to gain his ends. 
Entirely New Policy 


"Third, the L—• proposition embarks 


the state and its cities on an entirely 
new policy 
H means that 


the state and our cities must build 
and manage a lot of new schools and 
institutions to take tho place of the 
private schools and institutions now 
aided by the public funds. 
It unneces- 
sarily disturbs and cripples a long list 
of excellent institutions both In city 
and state, and involves the state and 
our cities in an uncalled-for expendi- 
ture of large sums of the people's mon- 
ey, especially inopportune in a time 
of war." 
Surely a most weighty argu- 
ment against the present resolve. 
"Fourth, it thus widens the area of 
opportunity for the spoilsman, opening 
up a whole new series of fat .jobs for 
deserving henchmen and making tho 
political machines all the more power- 
ful." 
There we have in these four 
reasons advanced by 
the 
professor- 
leader, unanswerable reasons for the 
rejection of the resolve by the people. 
Surely this man ought to know where- 
of he speaks, because ho 
has 
been 
studying this subject for years, with a 
view tu preventing appropriations to 
those institutions to which he was 
peculiarly antagonistic and was espe- 
cially anxious to gain his ends with- 
out injuring the other private institu- 
tions of the stntc which were doing 
noble work and for the crippling of 
which he admitted there was no demand 
of any kind whatsoever in the state. 


These were his views when he was 
strenuously opposing the sacrifice 
of 
private institutions and was even more 
strenuously insisting upon the sacrifice 
of Catholic institutions in particular. 
So that his judgment, 
at that time, 
may be taken at its face value and his 
objections to this bill should be given 
unusual weight. 
It is singular that the last argu- 
ment of them all finds the professor 
and ourselves 
in full and 
complete 
harmony. What he said then Is what 
we believe now, for the reasons there 
stated by him: 


"Fifth, but the worst feature of the 


I*- amendment is that it will not solve 
the problem, because it will surely be 
defeated at the polls. 
When its true 
nature is clearly recognized, it will bo 
opposed by all the voters who are sin- 
cerely opposed to the sectarian amend- 
ment, plus all the friends of the non- 
sectarian private schools and institu- 
tions in the state and in the cities, 
plus all those in our cities who do not 
wish the present policy disturbed. . ." 
We agree with you, professor, and wa 
applaud your political

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STRATEGY 
BOARD 
NEEDED 


In view of the ease with 
which 


Germany has won great victories on 
the Eastern and 
Isonzo 
fronts, 
It 


seems that the allies need a board o£ 
general strategy to watch the opera- 
tions of the war at all points and to 
co-ordinate 
to the greatest degree 


possible the work o£ the allied forces. 


We see what failure has come to 


the efforts of the allies for the lack 
of concerted 
action on the various 


fronts against the enemy. 


Early in the war, each nation was 


left to Its own discretion In attack- 
ing the Teutons when and where they 
pleased. Thus Humania set out on a 
plan of campaign wholly her own and 
made progress 
until 
the 
Germans 


went down 
and bagged her. In a 


similar way there was no proper de- 
fense of Serbia and Montenegro. 
As 


a result, both were quickly over-run. 


England in her turn undertook the 


opening of the Dardanelles, but after 
some terrible 
fighting and 
heavy 


losses she abandoned 
the attempt. 


Had this move been combined with a 
Russian attack from the Black sea It 
might have been successful. 
More- 


over, the great Berlin-Bagdad 
rail- 


road is still intact. Germany controls, 
all the Balkan nations with Austria 
Turkey, and large portions of Russia 
She can have abundant crops raised 
in all these nations to meet the re- 
quirements of the war for years. 
...-If Russia drops out 
entirely 


makes a separate peace, resources al- 
most unlimited will become available 
to Germany. There is a large army, 
we understand, at Saloniki, and appa- 
rently it has done nothing .except to 
hold Greece in check. 
Moreover, the 


army, in Mesopotamia does not seem 
to be doing very much of late. 


The scattered armies acting inde- 


pendently seem to have very little 
effect upon the resources of the en- 
emy. 
They must combine in somo 


plan of striking an effective blow if 
they ever hope to win. 


What the allies seem to need and 


need very badly is, as we have said, 
a general board of strategy to prevent 
some of the powers now fighting Ger- 
many from walking into her military 
traps as has Italy, Rumania and even 
Russia,. 


The 
hammering 
on the 
western 


front will never win the War if Ger- 
many has almost unopposed oppor- 
tunity to extend her domain on the 
other fronts. 
The allies may soon 


have to meet a new situation far more 
serious than any that has been en- 
countered since the beginning of the 
war. 
The defeat ot Italy is the, worst 


yet suffered 
by auy of the 
allied 


powers.
